Cobblers’ former 
chairman arrested 

Former Cobblers chairman David Cardoza 
has been arrested by police investigating the 
Sixfields loan deal, the BBC has reported. 

Northants Police announced on Tuesday a 
45-year-old man had been arrested on 
Monday morning and released on bail, but 
refused to confirm or deny his identity. 

According to BBC Northampton, the man 
arrested was the ex-chairman Mr Cardoza, 
who is now ‘helping with inquiries’ in rela¬ 
tion to the ongoing investigation. 

The investigation is looking into ‘alleged 
financial irregularities’ in relation to the 
£10.25 million loan, which was given to 
Northampton Town from Northampton 
Borough Council. 

The loan was designed to help the club 
develop its stadium, including building a 
new stand. 

Det Ch Insp Paul Spicer said: “This remains 
a very complex investigation and, as such, it 
would be inappropriate for us to make any 
further comment at this time.”

Police were continuing their 
investigations last night after a body 
was discovered next to a dual 
carriageway in Northampton. 

Officers were called to Billing Brook 
Road in Thorplands on Tuesday after 
the body, which so far remains 
unidentified, was found in bushes next 
to the A43. 

A section of the road which leads onto 
the A43 was closed by police, and a 
large tent was later constructed around 
the scene while officers carried out 
investigations to find out how the body 
came to be there. 

Police have so far released little detail 


about the investigation, and yesterday 
evening issued the following 
statement: “Officers are continuing to 
carry out investigations to establish the 
identity of a body that was discovered 
in Billing Brook Road. 

“Enquiries are being conducted into 
the circumstances around how the 
body came to be there. 

“A post mortem will be carried out as 
soon as possible, and the coroner has 
been informed of the death. 

“The road closure between the A43 
and North Holme Court remains in 
place, and is likely to be removed later 
on this evening. People are advised to 
avoid the area if possible. 

“There is no further update at this 
stage.” 


Mum-of-one Maxine Bourne, aged 
25, whose house overlooks the scene, 
told the Northants Herald and Post 
that many families in the area have 
been left ‘scared for their children’ 
since the discovery. 

She also said she was ‘terrified’ 
herself, and had considered 
moving out temporarily. 

“I am petrified,” she said. “I live 
on my own with my four-year-old 
son, so I don’t feel too safe here 
right now. 

“I‘ve even thought about 
staying elsewhere because of my 
son’s safety. 

“I’ve lived here for two years and 
I’ve never seen anything like it.”

Talking helps at Granpart 


Lawrence John speaks to a 
Northants grandmother who 
set up a self help group 


A grandmother from 
Northamptonshire has suf¬ 
fered emotional heartbreak 
but has used her traumatic 
experience to help others. 

Marion Turner, 67, lost 
contact with her son and his 
then wife and their children 
due to a family quarrel. 

She was left her bewil¬ 
dered and devastated, espe¬ 
cially as, in her own words: 
“I had done nothing wrong.” 

After a period of two years 
she realised that the separa¬ 
tion was permanent and 
decided to walk away from 
the situation and get on 
with her life. 

Out of his came her deci¬ 
sion to set up Granpart, a 
support group for grandpar¬ 
ents who find themselves 
cut off from their grandchil¬ 
dren or their grandchildren 
and one of their own chil¬ 
dren all at the same time. 

She set up the first 
Granpart group in Milton 
Keynes in June 2015 and 
this was soon followed by 


another group in 
Northampton in December 
of the same year. 

Marion said: “It happened 
to me, and when it did I was 
heartbroken, it was devas¬ 
tating. If you had told me 
about someone who had 
gone through what I have 
encountered I would not 
have believed you. 

“You only realise about 
this situation when it hap¬ 
pens to you. It can be a dou¬ 
ble whammy as you do not 
see your grandchildren but 
you also do not see your 
daughter or in my case my 
son. 

“What something like this 
does is have a knock-on 
effect with the rest of the 
family and they do not get 
to see the grandchildren as 
well. I was left with a feeling 
of I had done nothing 
wrong but I could not see 
my grandchildren any 
more. 

“There comes a time when 
you have to walk away and

in my case I had to walk 
away from it two years ago. 
You let time pass but then 
you realise there is nothing 
you can do. I started off tell¬ 
ing people my situation and 
what I had been through 
and little by little we all 
learnt a bit more about each 
other and what we had all 
been through. 

“When I put out the first 
advert for the first ever 


meeting I was shocked by 
the number of grandparents 
who came along - there 
must have been about nine 
couples. 

“My daughter sent me a 
message a while ago after 
she came to one of the 
meetings to see what it was 
all about. She told me she 
was so proud of me helping 
people by talking to them 
and it was so nice to see 


something good come out of 
something bad. 

“It is nice to know the 
group has helped me and I 
am helping others through 
the group.” 

The Granpart group in 
Northampton meets at the 
Turnpike Beefeater in 
Harpole. The next meeting 
will be on Thursday, 
February 11, from 10.30am- 
12.30pm.

Anglian Water has 
apologised to people living 
in 9,000 homes in 
Northampton who were 
affected by a burst water 
main at the weekend.

But within hours, many 
homes had running water 
again, although some had to 
wait until later that 
afternoon, while 250 house¬ 
holds were not reconnected 
until Sunday morning. 

As a result of the 
inconvenience, Anglian 
Water says it will be offering 
a ‘goodwill gesture payment’ 
to the 250 homes who were 
affected for the longest. 

An Anglian Water 
spokesperson said: “We are 


very sorry that some custom¬ 
ers in Northampton were 
without water on Saturday 
because of a burst water 
main near Main Road. 

“We know how 
inconvenient it is to be 
without water and our teams 
worked quickly to restore 
water supplies to over 9,000 
homes. 

“Despite our best efforts, 
250 households may have 
experienced interruption to 
their supply during the time 
it took to complete the repair.

Call for bus station report rejected 


A full report on North¬

However, the motion was 
turned down by Conservative 
councillors. 

Leader of the council, Cllr 
Mary Markham, pictured, 
said the reason behind the 
rejection was because the 
motion stated that the report 
must be ‘held before any 
building plans are consid¬ 


ered on the Greyfriars site’. 

Cllr Markham said: “We 
continue to monitor the bus 
station as we would with 
any development. 

“However, one part of the 
motion asked us to hold fire 
on progression at the 
Greyfriars until we had com¬ 
pleted the review. 

“I am not prepared to hold 
that process because we 
have gone out to three com¬ 
panies who are going to 
draft three different sets of 
plans around their proposals 
and costings, and then we 
will go out to consultation. 

“So to put all that on hold 
could dramatically hold up 
our development.”

Pupils fainted at 
school’s jabs day

A Northampton secondary school was forced 
to suspend its vaccination day after several 
students fell ill - including some who fainted 
- after being given their jabs. 

Paramedics were reportedly called to 
Northampton School for Boys on Tuesday 
after ‘around 10 to 15’ Year 10 pupils fainted 
during the vaccinations. 

The teenagers were later said to be well, 
although letters were sent home to parents 
warning that if their child started to feel ill 
later on, they should seek medical advice. 

One parent, whose son didn’t get round to 
having his jabs and had seen the events 
unfold, said that ‘kids were seen on their 
backs on the floor with their legs up on chairs’. 

The parent added: “Several different vac¬ 


cines were being administered, and around 10 
to 15 pupils keeled over and paramedics were 
called. 

“The rest of the jabs were cancelled and a 
letter was sent home to the parents of pupils 
who had been given the jabs about what to do 
if they felt nauseous. 

“Rumours say there may have been a duff 
batch of vaccines.” 

An investigation has since been launched 
into what happened by the Northampton 
School Nursing Team at Northants Healthcare 
NHS Foundation Trust. 

The letter which was sent out to parents says 
it is still unknown what caused the pupils to 
fall ill, and that the school had to withdraw 
the vaccine that the affected pupils received 
as a precaution.

When I’m going to do some¬ 
thing I need to announce it 
around the house three or 
four times across the space 
of a month before I really 
believe I’m going to do it. 

By that time most of the 
family will be sick of hearing 
me say I’m going to do it and 
will insist that I just get on 
with it. The youngest ones 
will probably think I’ve 
already done it. 

That’s how I commit to 
something. 

In the period running up to 
Christmas I was doing that 
about the Cynthia Spencer 
London 2 Paris charity ride. 

The Cynthia Spencer 
Hospice is a great cause and I 
have taken part in a couple of 
Cycle 4 Cynthia rides in 
Northamptonshire, but I’ll 
admit there was more than a 
dash of 47-year-old cyclo- 
adventurism turning my 
head about this event. 

Just after Christmas I signed 
up. The challenge is a four 
day ride, with day one a 90 
mile stage to Calais. I haven’t 
done anything like this 
before. 

Last year I attempted a 100 
mile mountain bike sportive 
having never done anything 
like that before and only 
managed 81 miles before 
nightfall - on the longest day 
of the year. 

So when I say I haven’t done 
anything like this before I 
actually don’t feel like I’ve 
done anything at all yet. I 
would really like to get this 
one done. 

I exchanged a flurry of 
‘what do I do next’ type 
emails with the organisers 
Skyline, who put together 
rides like this for various 
causes. 

The first shock to the system 
was that 80 per cent of my 
sponsorship is due by 
February 23 - just over £1000.

Evidently with five 
months to go until the ride I 
was still a bit last minute with 
my registration. 

I know other riders have 
signed up (and via the hos¬ 
pice I have offered the chance 
to publicise their fundrais¬ 
ing) but they probably did so 
a while before me. 

The second wasn’t so much 
of a shock, more like a confir¬ 
mation - it was a suggested 
training plan to get me up to 
a 90 mile a day level of 
cycling. Once a week round 
Pitsford Reservoir was clearly 
not going to cut it. 

Having said that the first 
proper training ride I set out 
on was partly round Pitsford 
Reservoir. I was in the com¬ 
pany of Matthew Pateman 
who was keen to kick start his 
own regime having taken a 
year out from fitness after the 
birth of his daughter Liv. 

Matthew arrived in the 
t-shirt he earned by complet¬ 
ing a Tough Mudder assault 
course. I was layered up in 
the most advanced textile 
technology the January Sales 
could provide. 

I was also experimenting 
with cleats for the first time. 

Cleats had never been a big 
issue on my mountain bike. 
They hold your foot to the 
pedal so it doesn’t slide 
about. It doesn’t make much 
sense to do that riding 


around woodland trails 
but on a long road journey 
it means you don’t have to 
keep finding your footing. 

The downside is very lit¬ 
eral - you can fail to 
release your foot in time 
when you stop and you fall 
down sideways. 

At our first stop to cross 
traffic I demonstrated fall¬ 
ing down sideways to 
Matthew. I had remembered 
my foot was stuck but 
couldn’t flick my ankle side¬ 
ways in time to unclip it. 

Slowly I began to topple. 
You can’t fight gravity so I 
didn’t struggle. I waited for 
the impact. I think I might 
have commentated my way 
down with: “Going, going, 
going...” 

The elbow and the knee got 
it but I was across a path and 
partly on grass. Matthew 
sprang into action but was 
too late to get a picture on his 
phone. 

I had managed to unclip 
myself and leap up in that 
way people do when their 
pride is the most injured 
part. 

It wouldn’t have been so 
bad if it hadn’t happened four 
more times after that. I got a 
little graze on my knee, not 
from any single impact but 
from repeated pulping, slow¬ 
ly falling sideways the same 
way every time. I suppose it 
says something for how 
handy they are when you are 
zipping along that I am still 
open minded about cleats. 

We did about 20 miles 
through Brixworth, Pitsford 
and then skirting Moulton. I 
got up Merry Tom Hill in one 
go thanks to Matthew’s pace¬ 
setting which I wouldn’t have 
done on my own, and by the 
end we were making solemn 
pacts to feast on Chinese 
food that night. 

It might not be the most 
conventional training pro¬ 
gramme ahead, but at least it 
was underway.

Wicksteed plans to

One of the Northampton¬ 
shire’s most famous parks is 
set to get a £4.5m facelift. 

Wicksteed Park in 
Kettering has revealed 
ambitious plans to bring 
the history and heritage of 
‘the home of children’s play’ 
alive to all visitors. 

The project will be 
launched at a glittering 
charity ball celebrating the 
centenary of the Wicksteed 
Charitable Trust, to be held 
in the park’s Edwardian 
Pavilion on Friday, tomor¬ 
row. 

The park was founded in 
1921 by Charles Wicksteed, 
the creator of swings and 
slides as we know them 
today, as part of his vision 
to inspire and encourage 
play as part of families’ 
health and well-being. The 
Wicksteed Charitable Trust 
was formed to ensure his 
work continued after his 
death. 

The new restoration and 
rejuvenation project 
involves a bid to the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for 
£2.5million alongside £2 
million from the Trust itself. 

Key parts of the plan 
include: 

• Restoration and land¬ 
scaping of the playground 
reintroducing heritage play 



equipment including a rep¬ 
lica of the first slide in the 
park and providing a con¬ 
text for the history of the 
park. 

• Restoring important his¬ 
torical buildings and 
aspects of the park which 
have been lost over the dec¬ 
ades. 

• Restoring aspects of the 
original rose garden, the 
fountain lawn and land¬ 
scaping around the iconic 
Pavilion. 

• Transforming the 
Captain’s Lounge at the top 
of the Pavilion building into 
a learning centre and con¬ 
ference space with an out¬ 
door, walk-around viewing 
platform so people can 
enjoy spectacular views 
across the park. 

• The park’s main thor¬ 
oughfare is to be rejuvenat¬ 
ed, with street furniture 


and restoration work in 
keeping with its historic 
heritage. 

• Creation of a Wicksteed 
ice cream parlour serving 
traditional Wicksteed ice 
cream together with herit¬ 
age buildings for displays 
and information all within 
an area that has not been 
accessible to the public for 
generations. 

This project comes a year 
after the completion of a 
successful Heritage Lottery 
Fund-backed £3million 
project that has 

restored the 
park’s lake to its 
former glory

A call to relocate sex enter¬ 
tainment outlets in 
Northampton town centre 
‘away from where we live and 
where we shop’ has been 
made by the leader of the 
opposition Labour Group on 
the borough council. 

Councillor Danielle Stone, 
who made the call at Monday’s 
full council meeting at the 
Guildhall, said the lap danc¬ 
ing club and two sex shops on 
the town’s Wellingborough 
Road are a ‘daily insult to fam¬ 
ilies who want to live in a kind 
and caring community’. 

The opposition leader said ‘it 


is completely wrong to nor¬ 
malise the commercial use of 
women’s bodies’, and added 
that ‘I and everyone I have 
spoken to’ would like to see 
the outlets moved out of the 
town centre. 

Cllr Stone, who made the 
call at the meeting during the 
review of the council’s licens¬ 
ing policy, said: “It is my view 
that these venues should not 
be located in residential areas 
or on highstreets or local 
shopping areas. 

“We are witnessing a big 
spike in reported domestic 
violence. This is taking place 
in the social context of the 
increasing commodification 
and exploitation of women, an 


increase in human trafficking 
and domestic slavery and the 
sexual exploitation of chil¬ 
dren. 

“It is completely wrong to 
normalise the commercial 
use of women’s bodies and to 
promote the view that people 
are commodities to be bought 
and sold like any other com¬ 
modity. 

“There are three sex enter¬ 
tainment outlets near where I 
live. All of them are on the 
Wellingborough Road, where 
families do their local shop¬ 
ping, that children pass on the 
way to and from school, that 
are there as a daily insult to 
families who want to live in a 
kind and caring community.” 


Burger King lined up for centre move 


Fast food giant Burger King is 
rumoured to be lining up a move 
into a Northampton shopping 
centre - and could open there in 
the next few months.

But when the shopping centre 
was contacted for a response, a 
spokesperson was unable to 
confirm or deny the rumour - 
adding that ‘no contracts have 


been agreed or signed’. 

The spokesman said: “Due to 
the investment and redev¬ 
elopment of Weston Favell 
shopping centre, there has been 
a lot of interest from potential 
tenants. At this point we are 
unable to comment on specific 
retailers or brands as no 
contracts have been agreed or 
signed.” 

It is believed that, if the move 
does happen, the new eatery 
would open in the newly 
refurbished part of the lower 
mall, near Jenny’s restaurant.

Assault at club

A&E pressure 

Health leaders in Northants 
are still urging people to only 
come to A&E departments at 
Northampton and Kettering 
General if absolutely neces¬ 
sary. They are also asking rel¬ 
atives of patients who have 
been discharged from hospi¬ 
tal to go home and collect 
them in a ‘timely manner’.

An officer from Northamptonshire 
Police’s intelligence bureau, which 
is tackling human trafficking and 
modern slavery, stated these crimes 
are taking place a couple of miles 
away from where you live. 

Sergeant Ash Turner explained that 
in the last six months since he has 
been involved in the unit he has been 
surprised by what he has seen and 
the crimes they have discovered. 

People across the county are being 
urged to look out for the signs that 
victims might display and to contact 
police if they have any suspicions. 

The unit was set up six months ago, 
comprising five specialist officers. 
The team, which will be grown in the 
next few months to cope with the 
increasing workload, has already 
rescued five victims of human traf¬ 
ficking and seized £50,000 in cash. 

Sgt Turner said: “I can say with rea¬ 
sonable confidence that human traf¬ 
ficking and modern day slavery is 


taking place a couple of miles from 
where you are reading this. We have 
rescued five victims from 
Northampton who have been 
involved in sexual exploitation work¬ 
ing in brothels in the town. 

“And we have rescued people from 
car washes in Northampton and car 
washes in the surrounding towns. 

“If a man goes to a brothel in 
Northampton and the woman is not 
the same as the picture he booked on 
adult services and looks very sad and 
does not want to be there I hope he 
calls us or Crimestoppers. We do not 
need to know who it is or what he has 
been doing but we need information. 

“We are finding a number of people 
who find themselves in this situation 
come from poor countries in Eastern 
European such as Poland or Romania 
or Vietnam. Sometimes we are talk¬ 
ing about a British citizen who has 
been recruited from a homeless shel¬ 
ter. 

“I have been surprised by the last 
six months and delighted when the 
people we have rescued are freed.” 


Parkinson 

Lord Parkinson, who launched his 
political career in Northampton, 
has died after a long battle with 
cancer at the age of 84. 

In the June 1970 general election, 
in which Edward Heath led the 
Conservatives to power, he stood 
as candidate for Northampton but 
was not elected. 

The result was a victory for Reg 
Paget (Labour) with 27,424 votes 
while Cecil Parkinson polled 
26,183 for the Tories. 

Former Northampton South MP 


memories 

Brian Binley paid his own person¬ 
al tribute to Lord Parkinson when 
he said: “I am saddened to learn of 
his death.He served his country 
with great distinction as a cabinet 
minister. Many older Northamp- 
tonians will remember he stood as 
Conservative candidate in 
Northampton in the General 
Election in June 1970. 

“Northampton can claim to be 
the launch pad for a man who 
made such an impression on the 
nation during his lifetime.”

In a nutshell it is set in 1983 during the 
Cold War and it centres on Martin Rauch 
(Jonas Nay), as a 24-year-old native of 
East Germany who is sent to the West as 
an undercover spy for the Stasi. 

We have seen how he is working in NATO 
and is already passing on secrets to the 
East. 

It is fascinating to witness the German 
perspective from both sides of the Berlin 
wall. And I think this is one fact which 
makes this series better than average 
along with the writing. 

If you haven’t been watching catch up, 
you will love it.

LONG before William and Kate 
and even Charles and Diana, the 
fairytale royal nuptials of film 
star Grace Kelly and Prince 
Rainier III of Monaco filled 
newspapers worldwide. 

High rollers and the 
aristocracy from around Europe 
arrived with fabulous gifts for 
the Hollywood princess and her 
real-life prince, which proved a 
magnet for Europe’s thieves; 
$50,000 worth of jewels were 
swiped from one guest and 
another $8,000 in gems were 
taken from a bridesmaid’s hotel 
room. 

This was ironic as Kelly had 
first met Rainer while in the 
south of France filming To Catch 
A Thief in 1955, a romantic 
thriller with Cary Grant as a 
retired cat burglar who has to 
save his reformed reputation by 
catching a new ‘cat’ preying on 
wealthy tourists in the French 
Riviera. 

Kelly only made two more 
films in 1956 before she left 
acting to take on official duties 
and charity work. She died aged 
52 when her car plunged off a

he 1970s were a 
hedonistic whirlwind 
of touring, making 
music and drugs for 
David Bowie - and 
you probably wouldn’t have 
wanted the androgynous glam 
rock icon as a neighbour. 

With scores of adoring fans 
making pilgrimages to his 
home in Beckenham, the 
singer decamped into Bond 
actress Diana Rigg’s flat in 
London with wife Angie and 
their son Duncan in 1973. 

Bowie was hitting his 
creative stride, having just 
released Aladdin Sane, his 
first chart-topping album, and 
by the end of that year had six 
albums in the Top 40. The 
BBC’s Maida Vale studios, 
where Bowie recorded several 
sessions, were also round the 
corner. 



The family lived in the flat 
for six months until October 
1973 when they were served a 
notice by the Game of Thrones 
and Avengers star’s managers 
complaining about “excessive 
noise”. 

Soon afterwards, Bowie quit 
the UK for America and 
Berlin, and didn’t return to 
live full time in London again. 
However, his decadent lifestyle 


continued unabated for many 
years; hooked on cocaine, 
Bowie lived at a lavish suite 
in Manhattan’s Sherry- 
Netherland hotel for a year in 
1974, enjoying parties and jam 
sessions with fellow 
musicians including John 
Lennon.

DARE-DEVIL Stirling Moss is 
known as one of the best 
all-round racing drivers in the 
sport’s history. 

Nicknamed ‘Mr Motor Racing’ 
in his hey-day, he became a 
professional driver at 18 and 
secured one of the sport’s 
greatest ever race wins at the 
1955 Mille Miglia. Driving a 
Mercedes-Benz 300 SLR and 
reaching speeds of 170mph on 
public roads, he finished the 
hair-raising 1,000 mile road race 
in just over 10 hours - setting a 
record which was never broken.

An astonishing number of Honda 
Jazz owners buy another and the 
third generation version we’re 
looking at here aims to keep 
them loyal. But the Japanese 
brand also needs to attract 
new converts to its clever little 
supermini, something that will 
be easier to do with this MK3 
model thanks to its smarter 
looks, better driving experience 
and optional hybrid power. For 
very good reasons, this is the 
supermini that industry insiders 
most commonly recommend. 

The Jazz rides on Honda’s 
new global B-segment chassis 
and as such is both lighter and 
more structurally rigid than its 
predecessor. The suspension is 
also lighter, with struts up front 
and a torsion beam rear end 
combining with a longer wheel¬ 
base to better isolate road noise 
and surface imperfections. 

The revised dampers also 
assist in improving ride quality 
and a redesigned electric power- 
assisted steering system claims 
to deliver better feedback for 
the driver. Yes, you heard that 
right: feedback. In a Honda Jazz. 
Things have certainly changed. 

The only Jazz engine choice 
is a 1.3 litre i-VTEC petrol unit 
with 102PS of power. It’s mated 
to a six-speed manual transmis¬ 


sion which replaces the old five- 
speed ‘box, and there’s also the 
option of a semi-automatic CVT 
transmission. 

The interior has come on 
leaps and bounds with a huge 
windscreen that imparts a genu¬ 
ine feel of airiness up front. It 
extends way overhead, meeting 
the roof panel a good few inches 
aft of where you’d normally 
expect that junction. 

This, along with the large 
front quarter windows, provides 
respectable forward visibility. 
Boot capacity measures 354-li¬ 
tres, with space extending to 
884-litres with the ‘Magic Seats’ 
folded. The dash is dominated 
by either a five-inch LCD multi¬ 
information display or a seven- 
inch Honda Connect infotain¬ 
ment touchscreen, depending on 
model grade. 

This smarter third generation 
Honda Jazz has evolved, with 
its ethos shifting subtly. One 
thing hasn’t changed though. 

Ask almost any motoring expert 
to recommend the super¬ 
mini they’d buy with their own 
money and many will still plump 
for this one. It isn’t the feisti- 
est car of its kind on a twisty 
road, but we’d trade that for 
this model’s excellent ride and 
superb gearbox.

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WORLD’S BEST: Andrew Baggaley came out 
on top in five games against Maxim Shmyrev 

Second world title 
for Baggaley after 
marathon weekend 


Andrew Baggaley retained his Ping Pong 
World Championships title last Sunday 
with a dramatic win over Russian three¬ 
time world champion Maxim Shmyrev. 

The Northampton champion came 
from two legs to one down and saved a 
match point from Shmyrev to claim his 
second title in the fifth and final game 
at Alexandra Palace, London. 

Baggaley began his defence on Friday, 
beating Belgian Jacques Pietquin and 
Spanish friend Oriol Monzo to reach the 
last 32. 

The 32-year-old then didn’t drop a 
game on Saturday as he beat Slovakian 
Adam Brat and Northern Irishman Paul 
McCreery comfortably despite a vocal 
support for the latter. 

The top seed opened Sunday night’s 
show in style beating Richard Gonzales 
15-8 15-12 with his defensive shots being 
as impressive as his attack at times. 

The semi-finals and final took a new 
format as the matches switched from 
best of three games to best of five, with 
each player being given an extra double - 
point ball. 

Baggaley still managed to get through 
to the final without losing a game as he 
beat countryman Andrew Rushton 15-5 
15-13 15-7. 

This set up a meeting with Shmyrev in 
the final, who had beaten last year’s 
finalist Alexander Flemming in the 
semi-final three legs to one. 

Shmyrev and Baggaley took the first 
and second leg respectively but the 
third game was where the tension really 
kicked in. 

Baggaley had three chances to take 
the leg but Shmyrev sneaked it 15-14. 

It looked like something similar might 
happen again in the next leg but 
Baggaley held his nerve to take the 
game point and level things up at two 
legs apiece. 

Shmyrev had looked rattled in his pre¬ 
vious matches on Sunday night against 
Scottish fans’ favourite Gavin Rumgay 
and German Flemming respectively. 

Baggaley sensed this and took full 
advantage, pushing on from 9-9 to take 
the final game 15-11 and retain his 
world title. 

Eighth seed Chris Doran, also from 
Northampton, was also a part of 
Sunday evening’s proceedings after get¬ 
ting through the first two days with lit¬ 
tle difficulty, but he met his match in 
his quarter final bout with Flemming. 


Martin cheered up by 
fans’ rousing reception

New Cobblers signing Lee Martin 
admitted he was grateful for the 
reception he got on Saturday - 
as it’s been a little while since he 
was cheered on by his own fans. 

The 28 -year-old winger recently 
joined on a month’s loan from 
League One side Millwall, where 
he has struggled to get regular 
game time in recent months. 

One of the games he did play in 
was Millwall’s 2-0 victory over the 
Cobblers in the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy back in October, and he 
clearly made enough of an 
impression to stay in boss Chris 
Wilder’s thoughts. 

After a steady start against 
Dagenham & Redbridge on his 
Town debut, Martin looked much 
sharper and was in the thick of 
the action in Saturday’s 3-1 win 
over Morecambe - and got a rous¬ 
ing reception for his efforts when 
he was eventually substituted. 

Martin said: “The reception was 
brilliant. I’m not used to that, 
having played at Millwall. 

“I maybe wasn’t a fan favourite 
down there, so it was nice to get it 
and something I haven’t been 
used to. I’ve had a bit of pressure 
on my back and been out of the 
side at Millwall. I’m just happy to 
get my chance and be back play¬ 
ing football. 

“The Morecambe game was a 
good win. At times we perhaps 
made it a little harder for our¬ 
selves than we should have. But at 
the end of the day we got three 
points.” 

This is Martin’s first spell in 
League Two, and he has only 
played in League One with 
Millwall this season and a brief

loan spell at Charlton Athletic 
when they were in League One 
back in 2012 - 13 . The rest of his 
career has been spent in the top 
two flights. 

But the welcome he has received 
from his new teammates has 
helped bed him in, and he’s now 
also mastered the mantra that 
each game should be taken at a 
time, even if it is hard not to get 
excited at how well placed the 
Cobblers are. 


He said: “It’s difficult having 
come down from the 
Championship and then into 
League One and not playing at all. 
I’ve found it hard not playing and 
sitting around, because I’d played 
quite a bit at a higher level. 

“But it’s good to get back play¬ 
ing. The boys have been brilliant, 
and when they’re on a roll it helps 
because it’s an easy transition 
and something I’ll benefit from. 

“You want to play as much as 


you can in the short loan period. 
Realistically I’ve got to know the 
boys quite well in a short time 
period anyway. That part has 
been easy for me. 

“The next game is the most 
important one, and that’s how 
you should look at it. Otherwise 
you can lose track of your target 
and you can fall just short. So we 
need to take it one game at a time 
- that’s the best way of looking at 
it.” 


Wilder’s boys stir memories of Carr’s legends

Super Northampton Town struck 
top of the league by beating 
Morecambe 3-1 at the weekend, 
drawing comparisons with 
Graham Carr’s title winners of 
1986/87. 

Chris Wilder’s side sit pretty at 
the summit of League Two, with 
both a two-point gap to second- 
placed Plymouth Argyle and a 
game in hand over the Pilgrims. 

Town now have a fortnight’s fix¬ 
tureless break to take stock of a 
marvellous campaign and pre¬ 
pare for a final assault for the 
league crown. 

Northampton made light work 


of the Shrimps on Saturday at 
Sixfields as James Collins opened 
the scoring after a trademark 
Cobblers well worked free kick. 

Joel Byrom threaded a 30th- 
minute set-piece pass plum onto 
Collins’ left foot, with the loanee 
forward stroking the ball home 
for his second goal in three 
appearances for the Cobblers. 

Player of the season frontrun¬ 
ner John-Joe O’Toole then capped 
a masterful first-half showing by 
knocking in a Ricky Holmes cross 
shot for Town’s second. 

Northampton can swarm their 
opposition given the luxury of a 
solid defence marshalled by star 
keeper Adam Smith and resur¬ 
gent rookie defender Rod 
McDonald. 

Indeed, it was centre-back 
McDonald, who had endured a 


shaky start to his Cobblers 
career, who scored Town’s third, 
sealing the win and enhancing 
his growing reputation. 

Morecambe did steal a goal back 
on 72 minutes but that came 
largely from a McDonald miskick 
which allowed Paul Mullin to tap 
in from close range. 

The final whistle signalled the 
end of a dominant Northampton 
showing in which they looked 
every inch title contenders. 

Now comes comparisons with 
the ‘Champagne Cobblers’ of the 
1986/87 vintage who took the 
Division Four championship with 
99 points and more than a hun¬ 
dred goals scored. 

Of course, Graham Carr’s team 
had two untouchable players in 
the form of Richard Hill and 
Trevor Morley, whose quality 


earned them moves to a higher 
level. 

While the current Cobblers 
squad may not have a Morley or 
Hill, the likes of Marc Richards, 
Holmes and O’Toole give the 
Cobblers class of 2015/16 a more 
composed technical edge over 
their 80s counterparts. 

That said, the intensity of play 
that came out of the County 
Ground in the late 80s cannot be 
underestimated. Carr crafted a 
side, many from non-league, who 
were able to blow away their 
opposition scoring four and five 
goals at ease, like they did versus 
Rochdale and Crewe. 

So the 86/87 side just sneak it, 
but the fact that Wilder’s side are 
even considered to be on a simi¬ 
lar level to Carr’s heroes shows 
just how good they are.

Tom Wood has been used to prepar¬ 
ing for the Six Nations at this time of 
year, but being left out of the England 
squad means he will be concentrat¬ 
ing on a crucial period in North¬ 
ampton Saints’ season. 

The 29-year-old flanker had been a 
mainstay in England’s back row for 
the last five years, but was one of the 
high profile names that were cut by 
head coach Eddie Jones. 

As a result, Wood will now be focus¬ 
ing on getting Northampton in the 
Premiership’s top four in the weeks 
ahead, rather than resuscitating 
English rugby following their disas¬ 
trous Rugby World Cup campaign 
last year. 

However, he has in no way given up 
on adding to his 42 caps should an 
injury afflict one of the back rowers 
Jones has picked during the Six 
Nations. 

Wood said: “It is a bit different, but 
I’ve had a spell out with injury and 
I’m just enjoying being back on the 
field, back playing with my mates and 


putting performances in for 
Northampton. 

“The England selection has hap¬ 
pened now. I can do nothing but get 
behind the team and wish them well 
and make sure I’m putting in perfor¬ 
mance after performance. 

“They can’t ignore me forever if I’m 
playing well and if there’s ever an 
injury - not that I wish it on anybody 
- I’ll be ready to take the call. 

“I don’t know where I am in the 
pecking order, to be honest, I might 
be fourth or fifth down the line so 
we’ll see.” 

Northampton haven’t been as 
affected by international call-ups 
this year as in recent seasons, with 
new England captain Dylan Hartley 
away with the Red Rose along with 
Paul Hill and Courtney Lawes. 

With George North (Wales) the only 
other absentee during the SixNations, 
Wood believes Northampton are in a 
strong position to push on in the 
Premiership. 

He said: “It’s a great opportunity for 
us now, with a lot of teams perhaps 
losing more internationals and cer¬ 
tainly we haven’t lost as many as we 
normally do. 

“I’m hoping that will galvanise us a 


little bit. This window now is a great 
chance for us to put ourselves in a 
brilliant position for the run-in. 

“I know, having been away with 
England in the past, what a difference 
that makes for morale and to your 
psyche going into the tail end of the 
season. 

“There’s nothing worse, if I’m hon¬ 
est, than coming back having played 
a real tough Six Nations campaign 
and feeling like they need the cavalry 
back and there’s a lot of weight on 
your shoulders.” 

Saints are now faced with a gruel¬ 
ling schedule of 10 straight games in 
the Premiership and Wood believes 
the squad will have to share the work¬ 
load in a period that will surely shape 
their season. 

“Your resources are constantly 
stretched and you can’t play on that 
emotional high week in week out,” 
said Wood, who will be facing Wasps 
at Franklin’s Gardens on Friday night. 

“Four or five games back-to-back 
and 80 minutes each week in the 
Premiership really takes its toll on 
you. That’s why we’ve got to share the 
workload - the likes of myself, Jamie 
Gibson, Sam Dickinson - we’ve got to 
keep mixing it up, give everybody a 


game, using people’s freshness to 
bring some life into the team as you 
get rotated.” 

■ Winger Tom Collins has made a 
swift recovery from being knocked 
unconscious against Glasgow 
Warriors just over a week ago and 
hopes to be involved against Wasps. 

Collins had to be stretchered off 
after a sickening collision under a 
high ball with Glasgow’s Stuart Hogg, 
with understandable concerns over 
his wellbeing at the time. 

He was ruled out of last Saturday’s 
22-10 win over the Scarlets in the 
Champions Cup as a result, but 
thankfully there have been no long¬ 
term effects for the 21-year-old. 

Collins said: “I’m feeling a lot better. 
I had a week or so off to recover, 
because it was a big shock what hap¬ 
pened. I couldn’t really remember 
much from what happened, just 
before half-time. I spoke to the doc¬ 
tors, went with the physio and did 
everything that they said. 

“It’s a big time for us young lads 
with this Six Nations period, and I’m 
just looking forward to getting out 
there in the next couple of weeks and 
putting a marker down.”

England 
take it all 
to Hartley

Northampton Saints forwards 
coach Dorian West has described 
Dylan Hartley’s elevation as 
England captain for this year’s Six 
Nations as a great honour for the 
club. 

Former Saints skipper Hartley was 
handed the England armband on 
Monday by head coach Eddie Jones, 
succeeding Chris Robshaw, just 
months after being left out of their 
Rugby World Cup squad. 

While there have been some that 
have questioned the hooker’s tem¬ 
perament and his disciplinary 
record, West insists he has already 
proven his leadership capabilities. 

Hartley led the Saints for six sea¬ 
sons, and captained them to their 
first-ever Premiership title in the 
2013/14 season, as well as the 
European Challenge Cup in the same 
year. 

West said: “It’s obviously a big thing 


for Dylan himself, personally it’s a 
great honour to be picked as captain 
and for the club, we’ve seen that role 
in him - that’s why he’s been captain 
for so many years here. 

“People talk a lot about ‘culture,’ 
but it’s driven by your players and 
your leaders and Dylan’s been a big 
part of that over the years. 

“Personally, I’ve been working with 
Dylan since he was 17 at the National 
Academy and he’s made mistakes 
along the way, but he’s learned a lot 
of lessons and I think he’s developed 
into a top-class rugby player that’s 
well-respected within the game.” 

Tom Wood, who has played along¬ 
side Hartley for club and country on 
many occasions, also praised his 
qualities as a leader, saying he didn’t 
need to give rousing speeches before 
matches to motivate his teammates. 

Wood, one of the bigger names to be 
left out by Jones two weeks ago, said: 
“He naturally builds a culture and an 
environment to demand exacting 
standards out of everybody else. 

“Some of the best team talks, and it 
takes a huge amount of character to 
be able to do it, is to say nothing. 



“Often people think the bigger the 
game, the bigger the speech needs to 
be or the bigger the rallying cry and, 
actually, quite often the bigger the 
game, the bigger the emotion and the 
atmosphere, Dylan will just look eve¬ 
rybody in the eye and say ‘are we 
ready? Follow me.’ 

“That’s as simple as it needs to be - 
you don’t need a big Churchillian 
speech and I hope he brings a bit of 
that to the England team and if he 
does, they’ll be in a good place.” 

Hartley’s appointment has led to 
many bringing up his well-publicised 


disciplinary problems and the fact 
that he has served 54 weeks’ worth of 
suspensions in his career. 

The 29-year-old insists that he has 
learned from his mistakes, but there 
are critics that regard having him as 
captain as a risk. 

West said: “It’s bound to be the case 
with the record that he’s got, there’s 
no getting away from that, but what 
we’ve got to do is see how Dylan plays 
over these next few games, if he gets 
selected for the team. Hopefully, he’ll 
show everybody that he’s more than 
capable of leading the team.” 


Saints will be 
facing Sarries 
in last eight 

Northampton Saints have qualified 
for the quarter finals of the 
European Rugby Champions Cup 
after an extraordinary climax to 
the pool stages saw results go 
their way last Sunday.
